tire outh-hastera Coast of the Island from Juhnsun 
Straite . 

Unuer the Terms of Union with the Dominion, it is the 
provinces of the local legislature, and of Oe in- 
jou Parliament, to decide as to the kind bt tariff that the 

le of British Columbi® deem to be best-eniged 16 
their varied industrial interests, during the next ten 
years. Shonld, however, the question come befure she 
Dominion Parliament, I shall endeavor to have the 
tariff so tramed as to meet with the concurrence of the 

ricultural, mining, and commercial intervets of your 
rict. 

As tive Dominion now possceses exclusively the right 
to-mauage our postal and telegraphic afairs, shall en- 
deavur tu secure for the Eastern Coast a bi-weekly, mail 
steamer of a superior class to the one how plying on the 
coant,—atdl also better mail facilities in each Mertientent; 
and as I deem it te be of great importance commercially 
te bnve the most tapid means of transmitting iutelli- 
gened between Nanaimo and Victoria, 1 shall urge on 
the Federal Government the importance of the early con- 
struction of a telegraph line to connect the two principal 
towns in the Province. 

‘The increasing importance of the commerce of the 
Guit of Georgia renders it wecessary to have more 
Lighthouses, 1 shall therefore make the most strenuous 
exertions to Induce the Federal Goverument te build 
a lighthouse at Nanaimo at once, and to erect 
others etvewhere, as soon as possible, te jusure greater 
saicty ayd certainty in navigating the Unit. 

With respect to the Indians, 1 will urge that they be 
settiod wo Keservations, uudef the superintendence of 
Government Agents, where they may, with the unsix«t- 
ance of the Government, be taught. the arts of civilixa- 
two, and thue have their sucial, mural, and religious 
conditions rapidly improved, 

The question of the early construction of a Marine 
Hospital at Nanaimo, I deem to be deserving of serious 
consideration. 

The Geologica! Survey now begun will doubtless be of 
great practical advantage to the cpuntry,—and anything 
that 1 may be able w do to insure the geological explorh- 
tion of the vast mineral wealth of your district sball 
escape Diy attention. . 

‘Lhe Fisheries along our coasts promise to become very 
profitable, and as the Dominion Government has agreed 
to extend its protection and encuuragement to that valu- 
able and insportant Uranch of industry, 1 will endeavor 
to seoure for your district its full share of auy aid that 
may ve apprupriated for that purpose.
